Almost every dessert lover rates cheesecake high on his (or her) favorite 
list. Here is a cheesecake recipe that is not only delicious but is easy to make. 
It can be cut into 1$ nice sized portions or even 18 fair si zed. servings* Since 
it uses canned fruit pie mix it" can be either cherry or blueberry* (I presume 
other flavors could be used but 1 haven 1 1 tried any others*)

Step 1„ Two or three hours before you actually plan to make the cheese cake* 
take the cream cheese/out of the refrigerator to soften. 

Step 2 0 Making' the bottom* Put a \ lb of margarine in a sauce pan on the 
stove to melt. Then -with -a rolling roin crush enough graham crackers for lu cups 
of crumbs* . 1 find it easiest to roll them on a- piece of wax paper, then using the 
paper to pour them into a measuring cut). My brand of graham crackers has three 
packs in a package and one pack makes lu cups .of crushed crumbs (don! t eat- any) « 
In "a bowl stir together the graham cracker crumbs and the sugar. Add : the melted 
margarine and .mix* well with a fork. Using the. fork pat the mixture, onto the bottom 
of a 9x13^2 baking dish (or tuo 8x8x2 backing dishes). 

Step. 3*, Making the dheesy middle, .-Turn on the oven and set at 371? °* Using 
the large bowl of an .electric mixer*, beat the softened cream cheese until it is 
smooth.

1973BM was my first postal Diplomacy game, I drew Germany, Part one of this 
series covered the German opening,, an attack on Russia, and its natural result,, 
By the summer of 1902 Germany was under attack by Russia, England, France, and 
Italy. Austria-Hungary was supporting Russia against Turkey, and Turkey was 
Germany 1 s sole remaining "ally. 

Steve HaU had Russia, and I wrote him a letter conceding, the game c But 
Steve Jones, playing Turkey, pointed out something that I had entirely overlooked, 
A Turkish array, dislodged from Rumania , had a clear retreat into Ukraina* 

That gave Jones (Turkey) a very good fighting chance, So what if I had utterl 
lost, at least with the German army in Tar saw I could help my one faithful ally- 
I wrote back to Steve Hall explaining why I could not give up after all., and enter o 
into the second phase of the game. 

More letters were exchanged* A note came from Terry Paul (Austria -Hungary) 
calmly explaining his support of Russia as a move of 11 convenience 1 ' , A note went 
back asking him to turn around and now support Turkey, A card came from Keith 
Thompson (England) asking for help against France, I sent a note to Roger Doming 
(France) offering help against England* Then one of the key letters of the game 
arrived* It was from Steve Hall responding to my earlier letter ox capitulation* 
n e was very sympathetic, especially since HE had faced annihilation a few weeks 
before* He cautiously expressed willingness to accept my offer of help,, I had 
to reply that I had recommitted to work with Steve Jones — but that I would write 
Turkey and discuss realignment « I did, and Jones, somewhat to my surprise,, accepte 
Steve Hall confirmed the triple alliance and we moved into the Fall of 1902 < 

But it didn*t worko Germany still had four units, Turkey had four units, and 
between us we occupied Warsaw, Sevastopol, Ukralna, the Black Sea, and Silesia „ 
Russia, could not afford to trust us, and Steve HallHs letter, of acceptance was a 
deception* 3Hve never blamed him for It, Hot only could we have nearly finished 
him if we had betrayed him,, but also he would have' betrayed his long standing 
alliance with England (Keith Thompson)* After all, he had no' reason to trust us* 

We kept -our word to the letter, Turkey convoyed Sev~Con, and ordered Ukr -Rum. 
Germany ordered liar-Gal., Russia ordered Gal -War (his distrust backfired here., 
the German army was left In Warsaw) , and supported England into Kiel* Oh well*

now work together against Russia and Italy, 

Spring 19035 either Terry Paul got his orders crossed, or something else 
happened.. He supported a Turkish order that Turkey did not give. Turkey and 
Germany did succeed In stopping all of Russia T s moves, and got the German fleet 
Into tie Gulf of Bothnia* ^ 

Correspondence: a letter came from Steve Halle -e claimed that he and Turkey 
were allied and since my avowed goal was "to help Turkey, would I now work with 
Russia? I checked with Steve Jones, he said yes they did have an alliance, so I 
replied to Steve Hall that I would Indeed work with Russia* It was the same alliarj 
that had failed a year before, but now Steve Hall could accept it. 

First of all. by keeping our word the year before we had established a basis 
for trust, Second, the Russian position was no longer so perilous that he could 
not dare to trust us a Third, since Germany had lost all of its western units, an 
alliance with Germany would no longer betray England* 
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The Fall 1903 moves came out, and the triple alliance >ras established. It 
has proven a very successful alliahce, We are finishing 1909 and the alliance is 
still strong, Steve Hall finally did stab Keith Thompson in 1907 and has since 
taken commanding lead of the game. It is a tribute to his diplomacy that Steve 
Jones and I are quite prepared to help -him -win. But England does have Russia stop- 
ped in-the North, so it could ; s tin come to a tie* ' You*ll know- by the time you : . 
read this, (Steve" Hall won in 19H,*»Ed. ) 



" C J - - - IflHT BOTHER '¥ITH A SADDLEPOINT?

.Recently CLAW & FANG has inflicted upon its readers articles trying to apply 
'game theory as it . applies to a ■ t-wo-person -zero-sum situation to the game of Diplomacy* 
"While this is all fine and good, any person trying to use it is most likely going' 
to be quite disappointed. It .doesn't apply, except as another consideration of 
minor importance, to Diplomacy*. 

The problems applying game theory are many, and begin with the 'very basics: : ■ 
n tvo~person zero- sum. 11 In 'the first place, Diplomacy is not two-person, even in 
the simplest situations. Players must always consider the actions of others, and 
the effect their actions will have on the attitudes of others. Further, although 
there are only 3h supply centers and if one person gains ^ another will lose one, ; . : 
there are I4I other spaces and many tacticaL considerations which are not zero-sum* 
How does . one.' compare the gain by Germany of Par with" the other possible gain of 
.Pic, .Gas, and Bur? 

Game theory also requires that all parties be both rational and similarly 
inclined as. to objectives. With Diplomacy players being human (in most cases), we. 
can pretty well forget about" both of these requirements being met. 1 have know 
few "rational 11 people, and none of them play Diplomacy. Further, objectives vary 
from person to person. Given the situation just above, one player might rate the 
gain -of' Par. as .1 and the other option as ^ while another player might rate the 
gain of Par/also as 1 but rate the other gain as 2§ (l each for Par, Bre, and Mar, 
with a "deduction for time). In effect, most of the time players will be playing 
with tio different matrices. 

Having attempted to reduce the"' value of game theory to Diplomacy s I want to 
state that IF you' know your opponent it can be worthwhile to at least consider 
situations with a good matrix of some sort in mind. However, as I said above, 
people are generally not rational and, are likely to do the stupidest things some- 
times. 'Further, if *you get to be. known for being rational (or nearly so), your 
luck will drop off. drastically. It can' be most rewarding sometimes, to: 'gamble it 
all, knowing that , your opponents- are expecting a rational move.. 

The saddlepoints described in the previous, articles are interesting, but it 
is my opinion that almost every situation in.. a Diplomacy game will be one without . 
a saddlepioint, because two matrices are being used and people aren ? t rational.
